By heart, not pocket

On May 5, 1945, a woman and five 
children on a church picnic were killed by 
a Japanese balloon bomb near Bly, Oregon. 
Seven Japanese women who made the 
bombs have recently sent letters of condo¬ 
lence to the families of the victims. The 
letters sought forgiveness and offered 
prayftrs for peace. They were delivered to 
this country by Yuzuru Takeshita, a Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan sociologist who spent 
World War II in a California internment 
camp. 

The letter writing episode and the sig¬ 
nificance of the messenger’s experience 
are important because within this story 
lies the seed of an answer to a long, com¬ 
plicated and painful controversy in U.S. 
history; namely, the chronic guilt this na¬ 
tion suffers over the relocation and 
internment of Japanese on the west coast 
during World War II. 

For some, there is no controversy. 
We did what we did because circumstances 
called for it. The President ordered the 
Army to relocate Japanese on the west 
coast because thinking at the time saw 
Japanese as a threat to our security. 
Our Congress endorsed the measure and 
the Supreme Court validated this thinking. 
Many would have us believe the Army, on 
a whim, decided to round up the Japanese. 
It came after this country’s leaders and its 
people willed it. 

For others, the relocations were the 
result of hysteria, discrimination and 
outright deception. They would have our 
government officially apologize and pro¬ 
vide each of the 60,000 survivors with a 
$20,000 benefit. Legislation to this effect 
(S1009) is coming up for a vote in the 
Senate, having already been approved in 
the Congress. The more reasonable 
course lies somewhere between the two 
positions. 

The problem with the proposed legis¬ 
lation and benefits is two fold. When we 
attempt to engage in retroactive morality, 
we should do so in a uniform fashion. 
According to Senator Spark Matsunaga 
(D-Hawaii), the legislation “seeks to 
remedy one of the worst violations of civil 
liberties in our nation’s history.’’ If mailing 
out $20,000 checks will right a civil 
liberties wrong, then we're going to need 
more checks. Those of us were around in 
the '40s know of blatant, significant and 
long running civil liberties abuses involving 
blacks, Jews and the mentally ill. 

The second thing wrong with the 
“Money" approach is that it is basically 
ill-advised and tasteless. Our collective 
experiences in America during the years 
1942 during 1945 was one of seemingly 
perpetual anxiety. Our lives were on hold 
and many whom we loved were in great 
Jeopardy and far too many were lost. For 
many families whose sons or daughters 
did not return, especially as a result of 
the attack on Pearl Harbor, our hand 
wringing over reparations to the Japanese 
ima m ss s hoids little substance. StMl others, 
including some former Japarrese internees, 
view the proposed $20,000 benefit as a 
moralistic payoff. 

This brirtgs us back to the Japarrese 
women and Mr. Takeshita. Some 42 years 
after the fact, these seven worrten and one 
many made a remarkable and magnificent 
gesture. It did not have a dollar sign in 
front of It It came from the heart and was 
most likely taken to heart in their act of 
contrition, they healed wounds In our 
attempt at contrition, wo create new in 
Jurtee. Any attempt to remedy the infustices 
of Japanese internment must come from 
our hearts srtd rtot from our pockets 
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e Last week we 
asked, “Where were 
you when the after¬ 
shock hit?’’ 

This week we can 
also ask where you 
were when the after¬ 
shock hit if you were 
near Hollister (as we 
were) early Saturday. 

However, this week 
we’re asking “Where 
were you when the 
lights went out?” as 
they did early last 
Wednesday morning. 

Most of you were 
sound asleep in your 
beds last week when 
we lost our electricity 
during the Santa Ana 
windstorm. 

However, there were 
a few of us who 
weren’t. 

Tuesday night when 
the storm hit most of 
us realized we’d pro¬ 
bably lose our electri¬ 
city. You begin to have 
your doubts about the 
system when the lights 
start flickering during 
each giant gust of 
wind. 

Well, ours started 
flickering at The 
News while we were 
pasting up the paper, 
getting it ready for its 
early Wednesday 
publication. Lately, 
we’ve been up doing 
this until 3 a.m., 4 
a.m. and even 5 a.m. 

We knew last week 
we’d better hurry 
because our chances 
of having electricity 
that late were slim to 
none, so 1 started rush¬ 
ing the gang, telling 
them we needed to be 
finished by 1:30 a.m. 
(hoping they’d hurry 
even more than they 
usually do so we 
could get home at some 
sort of decent hour).

After reading Foster 
M. Buckner Jr.’s article 
in the Public Forum last

The window service 
adjustments and elimina¬ 
tion of Sunday mail pro¬ 
cessing were necessitated 
by the Omnibus Recon¬ 
ciliation Act. 

The Postal Service did 
not haphazardly decide 
what services should be 
adjusted.

Citzens, beware of 
city zoning ordinances 

The purpose of this 
letter is to inform the 
citizens of Sierra Madre 
of loopholes in the zon¬ 
ing ordinances which 
allow developers to build 
additional homes in our 
City without imput 
from the neighbors, the 
Planning Commission, 
or the City Council. The 
City’s General Develop¬ 
ment Standards and R-l 
Development Standards 
handed out by the Sierra 
Madre Building Depart¬ 
ment lead one to believe 
that stringent zoning re¬ 
quirements having to do 
with lot area, dimensions, 
and setbacks prevent 
developers from degrad¬ 
ing our City by further 
increasing the popula¬ 
tion density. Unfortun¬ 
ately, this IS not always 
true. Loopholes that arc 
being used allow some of 
the few existing old 
large lots to be split up 
by real estate developers.

Accordingly, we were 
shocked to find out 
that development is 
proceeding based upon 
the loopholes we have 
described. We think 
that the city could do 
more to limit this type 
of development, 
possibly by amending 
some of its ordinances, 
and definitely in cases like 
the one we have described 
by requiring variances 
before any development 
proceeds. The variance 
process would require 
the developer to face the 
Planning Commission 
and provide the oppor¬ 
tunity for citizens and 
neighbors to voice their 
feelings. It may also be 
possible to initiate pro¬ 
ceedings to formally 
combine the types of lots 
we have described. We 
further request that the 
city rethink its position 
on the development of 
the property we have des¬ 
cribed. 

We understand that 
cities must move 
forward, and that 
development is a way 
to increase the lax base. 
However, given the 
prices that these oWer 
estates are commaivding.

The potato chips originated in Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. There are two versions of how 
the chip got its beginning.

B. Moon’s Lake House Restaurant accidentally 
dropped a potato peeling into the fat, while 
she was frying potato crullers; When chief cook 
George Crum chomped on the peeling, he was 
delighted to discover the potato chip. 

However, the second version tells how chief 
cook George Crum tired to get even with a 
diner who said his French fries were not crisp 
enough. To “fix the customer’s wagon” Crum 
sliced some potatoes, chilled them to stiffen 
them, and then fried them to the brittleness 
of dry tw igs. 

Unfortunately, the diner thought they were 
“wonderful.” Soon after, every bar and 
restaurant in Saratoga were serving the potato 
chips — probably at the suggestion of the 
disgruntled diner.

With approval of Assembly Bill No. 2483 in 
Ocober, 1985, the state created the California 
Main Street Program administered by the Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce. The program resulted because 
the State Assembly recognized the importance of 
central business districts to the state’s smaller 
communities and the economic difficulties they 
have experienced due to shifting population bases, 
a changing market place and suburban shopping 
malls. 

“We are just beginning what all steering com¬ 
mittee members agree will be a long process to 
strengthen and improve the economic health of or 
downtown,” steering committee member and newly 
elected Chamber President Cecilia Larson said after 
the meeting. 

Committee members Jerry Meyer and Doug 
Delahooke agreed, “It’s important everyone in our 
community, the business people. City Council, clubs 
and organizations, everybody recognize we are 
just beginning. We have a lot of basic organization 
and detail fact finding to review and discuss before 
any specific improvement plans will begin to take 
shape.” 

“There is steering committee agreement that 
the members want to do everything they can to 
involve as much of Sierra Madre community as 
possible from the beginning. Many local people 
have already spent a lot of time and energy to get 
us this far.” 

The members agree, “We want to do it right, 
no false starts.” j 

Hutson said, “The steering committee and I 
have agreed it is most important for me to become 
familiar with the community, become acquainted 
and gel our formal organizational phase underway. 
For the next 30 to 90 days I’ll be using space at 
City Hall and at the chamber office. They will 
take messages and act as our ‘temporary’ office. We II 
worry about permanent office space a little later.”

One of the great re¬ 
wards of “Drood,” now 
playing at Pasadena’s 
Civic Auditorium, is sim¬ 
ply watching highly com¬ 
petent entertainers enjoy¬ 
ing their skills on stage. 
As they play with their 
audience, satirize their 
own drama, cavort en¬ 
ergetically through flashy 
dance numbers, and run 
the gamut from lyrical 
to brassy in their songs, 
we are carried willingly 
into whatever fantasy they 
care to create. 

As sheer entertain¬ 
ment, “Drood” is a real 
doozy! Nothing is taken 
very Mriously.

Skateboard paric 
plans move fonward 

Plans for a skateboard park in the foothill 
area have gelled in many areas, according to Susan 
Hartley, president of the organization that has adopt¬ 
ed the name Sierra Madre Skateboard Association. 
The group is in the process of being registered as 
a nonprofit organization with the state. 

Plans call for a presentation before the Parks 
and Recreation Commission on Mar. 21 and they 
also plan to have their presentation ready the week 
before so they may invite the local police and fire 
department. City Council members and anyone else 
who would like to hear the outline of their plans. 

So far they have plans for two ramps and two 
sloped areas and are looking for estimates con¬ 
cerning sizes and slopes. They have approached 
concrete firms and pool builders and have their 
youth committee busy passing out petitions. 

The results of the petitions delighted them. 
Hartley says. Out of 378 signatures, 280 are Sierra 
madre residents and 191 are registered voters. 
That counts up to 51%. The purpose of the petition, 
says Hartley, is to get a count of people who sup¬ 
port a safe place to skate in Sierra Madre. 

The youth committee doing the petition pass¬ 
ing include Richard Shulman, chairman, Jeff Gelde- 
man, secretary, and the following: Chris Cunning¬ 
ham, Gwen Sanford, Philip Hartley, Guy Hartley, 
Eric Castro, Shris Jurebie, Jackie Bielke, Eric Nash, 
Robin Berry, Ian Kelly, Phil Klotz, Andrew Iwan- 
kiw and Ryan Rettig. 

Chris Brennan, a lecturer in mechanical.fn^j 
gineering at Caltech, is in charge of the petitioI^. 

Hartley says the group is seeking grant money 
and are going ahead with plans to develop the 
area outlined by City Administrator Jim McRea 
as a possible location for a park — behind and 
northeast of Heasley Field. 

“So many things we need to know are based 
on insurance. We’ve been in touch with the Boy 
■ Scouts. The picture is not as bleak as it was ori¬ 
ginally painted.” 

So many are willing to donate time and ma¬ 
terials, Hartley explains. “The local people we’ve 
contacted in Arcadia and Pasadena are very en¬ 
thusiastic.”

Hartley as president; J. J. Marvil, vice president; 
Linda Huss, secretary; Tom Sanford, treasurer.

REALTORS. 

Fifteen percent of 
the more than 1200 home 
transactions studied in 
the California Associa¬ 
tion of REALTORS 
“1987 Housing Finance 
Surve>’' vvcrc sales of 
condom i n i u ms or 
townhomes — up from 
12.6 percent a year ago. 
Sales of detached, single¬ 
family homes, which last 
year accounted for 86.2 
percent of sales in the 
survey sample, dropped 
slightly in 1987 to 84.1 
percent. Co-op and mo¬ 
bile home sales accounted 
for .9 percent of the 
surveyed transactions 
this year, compared with 
1 3 percent a year ago. 

“After several years 
of lessened activity, the 
condominium market 
appears to be regaining 
some of its vigor,” said 
1988 C.A.R. President 
Dale Colby. “While there 
is still some distance to 
go before it can be 
judged completely healthy 


again, we see this as a 
good indication.” 

Because they carry 
a much lower median 
pni;e — S115,530 versus 
a detached home price of 
$149,250 — condomin¬ 
iums are meeting the 
housing affordability 
concerns of increasingly 
larger percentages ot 
the state’s population, 
Colby added. 

A combination of 
lower interest rates and 
the high level of prices 


1987 led 30 percent of d 
first-time buyers to I 
purchase a condo- a 
minium or townhome in- c 
stead of a higher-priced i 
detached home. 1 

However, first-time * 
buyers weren’t the only ‘ 
ones buying condo- * 
miniums during 1987. ‘ 

The C.A.R. study re¬ 
ported that 19 percent of ' 
those who purchased 
condominiums were over 
the age 55. 

“We’re seeing some 
movement toward condo¬ 
minium purchases by 
those with limited or 
fixed incomes who 
cannot afford a down 
payment on a detached 
home or want to limit 
the percentage of income 
they are spending on 
housing,” said C.A.R. 
Chief Economist Joel 
Singer. That trend was 
reflected in the per¬ 
centage of homebuyers 
with annual incomes

Rea. Residents and the county will share the cost 
50. 50. 

In other business. Ordinance No. 1038 was in¬ 
troduced for first reading by title only. This ordi¬ 
nance deletes two sections of the ordinance, that 
which includes single two-family dwellings when the 
lot upon which it is located has a side line in com¬ 
mon with property zoned for R-3. R-P, C or M 
uses. The other permitted uses include a three- 
family or four-family dwelling when the side line 
of the lot abuts lots zoned for C or M. 

In the former the ordinance states “in no case 
shall Ihe property used for such two - family 
dwellingvconsisl of more than one lot or be more 
than 90 feet in width, whichever is the least." 

In the latter, the ordinance reads “in no case 
shall the property used for such three- or four- 
family dwellings consist of more than one lot or 
be more than 90 feet in width, whichever is the 
least.” 

A public hearing is scheduled for Mar. 22. 

Ron Hutson, Ntain Street project coordinator, 
told the City Council that he would have a status 
report "as often as you desire” and members 
vcemed to think that monthly would be convenient 
for I hem. 

Hutson explained that the steering committee

Sierra Madreans 
face payment of 

development fees 

Sierra Madreans may be paying the Pasadena 
Unified School District for any building they plan 
to do under Assembly Bill 2926. The bill refers 
to “habitable space’’ upon which a levy of up 
to SI.50 per square foot on new reesidential de¬ 
velopment and up to $.25 per square toot on com- 
mercial/induslrial construction will be collected. 
These fees are called development fees. 

Those fees' are to be used for school re¬ 
habilitation and construction of additional school 
facilities, according to a flyer received by Sierra 
Madre from the district located at 351 S. Hudson 
Ave., Pasadena. The fees are being levied since 
Sierra Madre children attend Pasadena schools fol¬ 
lowing annexation several years ago. 

It appears that those portions ot structures 
that will not be lived in, such as garages, carports, 
patios and fences, swimming pools or storage sheds, 
will be exempt. 

Those school districts that have already adopted 
the appropriate resolutions to impose fees include 
the following: Alhambra City Elementary and High, 
Azusa Unified, Baldwin Park Unified, Charter Oak 
Unified, Duarte Unified, El Monte City Elementary, 

El Rancho Unified, Los Angeles Unified, Mon¬ 
rovia Unified, Montebello Unified, Mountian View 
Elementary, San Gabriel Elementary, San Marino 
Unified and Temple City Unified. 

Under state guidelines, once a district is par¬ 
ticipating in the Leroy F. Greene rehabilitation or 
construction program, all developer fees from the 
approval time through to completion of construc¬ 
tion must be allocated to the State. The Pasadena 
district is not in the process of making applica¬ 
tion for participation in this program; therefore, 
the district will retain all developer fees collected 
for use in establishing its own construction and 
rehabilitation program. 

Projected fees for a 2(XX)-square-foot home in 
Sierra Madre with a construction cost of about 
$100,000 will be as follows: plan check, $618; 
permit fees, $859, with a total of $1477. 

If these charges amount to about $50, the total 
fees for the example would range from a low of 
about $1500 to a high of $2900. At a rate of $1.50 
per square foot, this particular dwelling unit of 
2000 square feet would generate $3000 for school 
housing purposes and would increase the total fee 
costs accordingly. 

One of the options of collecting the fees for 
the district is to request the city of Sierra Madre 
to collect the developer fee on behalf of the dis¬ 
trict. A second option is for the district to collect 
the fee; however, the No. 1 option is probably 
the one that will be implemented.
